Church  assembled  for  the  Eighty-Sixth  Session  at  Ansley, 
Louisiana,  October  21st,  1932. 

The  President  reading  a  part  of  the  third  chapter  of  Col- 
lossions  for  the  Scripture  lesson,  after  engaging  in  earnest 
prayer  he  declared  the  Conference  open  for  business. 

Mr.  J.  N.  Landes  gave  the  welcome  address  which  was 
followed  by  a  fitting  response  by  Rev.  Lula  Wardlow. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll.  Upon  motion  the  Confer- 
ence bar  was  fixed. 

At  this  time  the  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  our  honored 
dead.

Brown,  J.  F.  Reid,  G.  W.  Rockhold  were  read  and  adopted. 
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After  announcing  the  names  of  the  various  committees 
appointed  by  the  President,  a  motion  prevailed  to  adjourn 
for  the  opening  sermon  which  was  deHvered  by  Rev.  Mary 
Perdue.    Scripture  John  8:12. 

First  Day  Afternoon  Session 

Conference  called  to  order  by  the  President.  Devotion- 
als  by  Rev.  Paul  Durbin. 

Roll  call  omitted. 

Chairman  on  Credentials  submitted  report  which  was 
adopted. 

The  reports  of  Mrs.  M.  E.  Bartlett,  J.  A.  Holt  and  H.  H. 
Cantley  were  read  and  adopted. 

Committee  on  Itenerancy  and  Orders  submitted  report 
which  was  adopted. 

The  President  after  calling  Rev.  Ira  L.  Yeager  to  the 
chiair  submitted  his  report  which  was  adopted. 

Upon  motion  Rev.  J.  B.  Blackburn  was  received  into  the 
Conference. 

Revs.  M.  L.  Lee  and  Henley  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  Rev.  Weaberly  of  the  Baptist  Church 
were  introduced  to  the  Conference  and  granted  honorary 
seats. 

Rev.  Edwin  H.  Grant  submitted  report  which  was 
adopted. 

The  order  of  the  day  having  arrived  the  Conference  en- 
tered into  the  election  of  officers. 

The  President  appointed  W.  W.  McDonald,  J.  L.  Over- 
street  and  James  R.  Strozier  tellers  of  the  election. 

Rev.  F.  Lyman  Shows  was  elected  President. 

Mary  E.  Perdue,  Secretary  and  Ira  L.  Yeager,  Treasurer 

The  same  Standing  District  Committee  was  re-elected. 

Rev.  E.  0.  Hearn  was  elected  to  take  the  place  of  F.  Ly- 
man Shows  on  the  Board  of  Church  Extension.  With  this 
change  the  same  Board  was  re-elected. 

Rev.  B.  F.  Griffin  was  re-elected  Statistician. 

J.  M.  Strozier,  W.  F.  Ragsdale  submitted  report  which 
was  adopted. 

Upon  motion  Rev.  Lula  Wardlow  was  elected  to  serve  three 
years  on  the  Board  of  Education  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Lee  was 
elected  to  serve  one  year  on  same  Board. 
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Upon  motion  Rev.  Edwin  H.  Grant  was  elected  to  preach 
the  commencement  sermon  at  the  next  annual  session. 

Upon  motion  Rev.  F.  Lyman  Shows  was  elected  to 
preach  the  ordination  sermon  and  the  time  was  fixed  Sun- 
day at  the  11  o'clock  hour.

Chairman  of  By  Laws  and  Rules  of  Order  gave  notice 
of  several  changes  to  be  made  on  same. 

Committee  on  Missions  submitted  report  which  was 
adopted. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Lee  was  elected  to  serve  on  'The  Board  of 
Louisiana's  Young  Peoples'  Council  of  Christian  Education." 

Committee  on  Education  presented  report  which  was 
adopted. 

Upon  motion  the  9 :30  hour  was  the  time  granted  for  the 
Louisiana  Branch  of  the  Womans  Missionary  Auxiliary  to 
present  their  work  to  the  Conference. 

Revs.  J.  H.  Lewis  and  Morris  Lee  submitted  reports 
which  were  adopted. 

Mrs.  Ola  Ramsey  and  0.  W.  Stewart  submitted  reports 
which  were  adopted. 

Upon  motion  the  Conference  voted  to  send  greetings  to 
our  two  aged  superannuates  Revs.  W.  M.  Piatt  and  J.  A. 
Riley. 

Upon  motion  all  ministers  who  are  members  of  the 
Conference  must  send  report  to  the  annual  Conference  or  be 
reduced  to  the  local  ranks. 

At  this  time  the  President  of  the  Louisiana  Brance  of 
Womans  Missionary  Auxiliary  presented  their  work  to  the 
Conference  in  a  most  impressive  way. 

Committee  on  Temperance  submitted  report  which  was 
adopted. 
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Reports  were  received  from  W.  W.  Harris,  J.  H.  Combs, 
W.  T.  Waller  and  A.  Deville  and  adopted. 
Motion  to  adjourn.

Chairman  on  Pastor's  Report  submitted  report  which 
was  adopted. 

Motion  prevailed  to  fix  place  for  the  sitting  of  the  next 
Conference.  Grayson,  Winnfield  and  Jonesboro  were  placed 
in  nomination. 

Jonesboro  was  unanimously  declared  the  place  and  tlie 
time  was  fixed  to  be  Friday  before  the  fourth  Sunday  in 
October,  1933  at  ten  o'clock. 

Committee  on  Finance  submitted  report  which  was 
adopted. 

At  this  time  Dr.  P>ank  Stephenson  was  introduced  and 
addressed  the  Conference  m  a  most  masterful  manner  con- 
cerning the  various  interests  of  the  denomination. 

Chairman  on  Itenerancy  and  Orders  submitted  a  supple- 
mentary report  which  was  adopted. 

Motion  to  adjourn  for  a  night  session. 

Second  Day  Evening  Session 

Conference  called  to  order  by  the  President. 

Conference  Treasurer  submitted  report  which  was 
adopted. 

Secretary  of  Board  of  Church  Extension  submitted  re- 
port which  was  adopted. 

The  Overture  sent  down  by  the  General  Conference 
adopted. 

Rev.  J.  R.  Downs  reported  his  splendid  work  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  Home  of  the  Good  Samaritian  and  upon  mo- 
tion his  report  was  adopted  and  he  was  given  the  same  ap- 
pointment for  another  year.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Eighty-Sixth  Session  of  the  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  Now  in  Session  at  Ansley, 
La.,  GREETINGS: 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  this  my  annual  report : 
As  soon  as  possible  after  the  last  annual  conference  I 
entered  upon  my  duties  as  I  saw  them,  visiting  the  different 
works  and  holding  quarterly  conferences  where  possible. 

Official  Acts: 

Soon  after  the  last  annual  conference  I  released  Sister 
Wardlow  from  the  Mt.  Zion  and  Cooley  Churches  on  Hicks 
Circuit  and  appointed  G.  A.  McVey  to  succeed. 

I  releaved  Sister  Perdue's  resignation  from  the  church 
at  Urania  which  has  been  supplied  since  by  Stephen  B. 
Williams. 

Later  I  released  Bro.  LaCroix  from  the  Dry  Prong 
Church  on  the  Bentley  Circuit  and  appointed  Rev.  G.  J.  L. 
Brown  to  take  that  work.  I  then  appointed  Sister  Perdue  to 
the  Queen  City  Circuit. 

In  April  I  called  upon  Rev.  Jim  Brazeal  an  demanded  his 
credentials  which  were  surrendered  to  me.  I  later  appointed 
Rev.  F.  L.  Hearn  pastor  of  the  Bastrop  and  Hughes  Chapel 
Churches. 

About  the  first  of  July  I  released  Rev.  F.  L.  Shows  from 
the  Grayson  Church  on  Grayson  Circuit,  which  has  been  un- 
supplied  until  now. 

In  June  I  released  Rev.  R.  H.  Hearne  from  Pine  Grove 
and  Walnut  Grove  Churches  and  in  July  appointed  Rev.  Paul 
Diirbin  pastor. 
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In  August  I  released  Rev.  J.  R.  Strozier  from  Concord 
Church  on  the  Chatham  Circuit  and  appointed  Rev.  F.  L. 
Hearne  to  succeed  him. 

Improvements : 

We  have  built  a  new  church  at  Bethlehem  on  the  Mt. 
Nebo  Charge. 

We  have  covered  the  Church  in  Monroe. 

We  have  covered  the  church  in  Collax. 

We  have  bought  a  school  building  at  Campbell  Chapel. 

We  have  built  a  splendid  church  and  parsonage  at  Jones 
boro,  La. 

Work  in  General : 

I  have  held  twenty-six  (26)  quarterly  conferences,  have 
traveled  approximately  20,000  miles.  I  have  visited  most  of 
the  churches  in  the  district,  some  of  them  as  high  as  four  or 
five  times.  I  have  tried  to  give  my  service  where  it  has  been 
needed  the  most.  I  have  put  forth  every  effort  that  I  could 
to  encourage  and  promote  the  various  causes  of  our  church. 
Due  to  the  depression  in  part  it  has  been  a  very  difficult  year 
with  many  changes  and  differences  to  be  looked  after.  This 
has  been  an  unusual  hard  year  for  our  preachers  due  to  the 
fact  that  they  have  not  had  the  financial  support  needed  to 
do  work  expected  of  them. 

Our  general  church  is  suffering  greatly  for  lack  of  funds 
The  amount  of  money  raised  for  the  annual  and  general  con- 
ference interest  is  not  in  proportion  in  many  instances  to  the 
pastor's  salary.  This  annual  conference  should  make  some 
very  definite  financial  plans  for  the  promotion  of  the  va- 
rious and  suffering  needs  of  our  denomination. 

Our  church  history  is  very  convincing  that  we  had  a 
holy  and  just  reason  for  organizing  and  developing  a  denomi 
national  program.  We  have  led  Methodism  in  practically  all 
the  reforms  in  the  Methodist  doctrines  and  polity  for  over  a 
century.  Is  our  work  done?  I  for  one  believe  that  Metho- 
dism still  needs  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  to  herald 
forth  a  strong  voice  in  defense  of  religious  democracy,  fund- 
amentalism, and  true  scriptural  holiness,  free  from  wild  fires 
and  fanaticisms  that  are  raging  through  our  country  under 
the  heads  of  many  new  and  catchy  names  with  their  peculiar 
doctrines.

OVERTURE  ADOPTED  BY  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE

have  authority  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  Quarterly  Con- 
ference at  other  times  when  circumstances  make  it 
necessary."

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BY-LAWS 


Section  1.  No  delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
Annual  Conference  without  proper  credentials  or  other  satis- 
factory evidence  of  his  election ;  and  in  case  of  alternate,  the 
certificate  shall  so  express  it. 

Section  2.  Delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference  shall  be 
elected  from  the  members  in  good  standing  and  in  full  mem- 
bership, over  the  age  of  fifteen  years.  In  circuits,  stations 
and  missions,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Steward  to  designate 
the  time  and  place  and  give  notice  of  election.  The  election 
shall  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  Stewards ;  and  they 
shall  act  as  judges  of  the  election  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
returned  to  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference,  there  to  be 
compiled  and  consolidated.  The  person  or  persons  receiving 
a  plurality  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  delegate  or 
delegates  and  next  highest  shall  be  declared  alternate  or 
alternates,  and  receive  certificates  accordingly;  provided 
that  in  the  case  of  a  tie,  members  of  Quarterly  Conference, 
by  a  majority  vote  shall  decide;  and  provided  further,  that 
in  case  the  delegate  and  alternate  elected  from  any  work  are 
providentially  hindered  from  attending  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence to  which  they  were  elected  then  the  pastor  in  charge 
shall  have  the  right  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  represent 
the  work  in  the  Conference.  That  no  one,  especially  the  men 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  for  delegate  who  does  not  contribute 
regularly  for  the  support  of  the  pastor  and  the  claims  of  the 
General  and  Annual  Conference. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  orders,  except 
they  be  persons  of  exceptional  moral  character,  genuine  pie- 
ty, respectable  attainment  and  sound  in  the  belief  of  the 
fundamental  doctrine  of  Christianity  and  faithful  in  the  dis- 
charge of  gospel  duties. 

Section  4.  No  minister  in  good  health  shall  be  left  with- 
out ministerial  work  for  more  than  two  years  at  the  end  of 
which  time  he  shall  resume  his  itinerate  labors,  or  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  unstationed  list,  and  if  f^^  trans^ferred  shall  re- 
receive  a  certificate  of  his  standing.  This  rule  shall  apply  to 
any  minister  so  transferred  provided  he,  at  his  own  request, 
may  locate  by  vote  of  the  conference. 
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Section  5.  No  minister  or  preacher  appointed  to  a  cir- 
cuit, station  or  mission,  shall  cease  from  labors  assigned  him 
by  the  stationing  authority  until  his  term  of  service  shall 
have  expired,  except  by  consent  of  the  President,  for  reason 
by  him  deemed  expedient. 

Section  6.  The  Secretary  shall  furnish  each  pastor  with 
a  condensed  blank  Pastors  report  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  that 
each  pastor  during  the  morning  of  the  second  day  of  Confer- 
ence hand  their  reports  to  the  Committee  on  Pastors  Reports 
and  that  as  soon  as  passed  upon  by  committees  and  Confer- 
ence, said  report  shall  be  delivered  to  Conference  Steward 
for  his  action,  then  to  the  Statistical  Secretary  for  fmal  dis- 
position. Should  any  pastor  fail  to  comply  with  this  rule 
for  the  first  offense  he  shall  be  reprimanded  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  for  the  second  offense  shall  be  located  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Conference.  That  the  Evangelists  and  Confer- 
ence Missionaries  read  their  report  to  the  Conference.  We 
recommend  that  when  the  President  visits  a  pastoral  charge^ 
that  he  first  converse  freely  with  the  pastor  as  to  the  spirit- 
ual and  financial  condition  of  the  charge  and  that  he  insist 
on  a  strict  obedience  to  the  vows  made  when  uniting  with  the 
church. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Stewards  of  each  Charge  shall, 
soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Conference  meet 
and  in  connection  with  the  pastor  proportion  the  assessment 
made  by  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  for  the  support  of 
the  pastor.  The  proportion  to  be  made  to  each  class  accord- 
ing to  ability  and  willingness  to  pay  and  that  the  Stewards 
see  that  the  same  is  paid  promptly  and  in  connection  with 
Section  7,  we  recommend  that  each  Steward  keep  a  non- 
effective roll,  noting  those  that  are  able  and  do  not  contrib- 
ute to  the  support  of  the  pastor,  the  president  and  to  the 
general  interest  of  the  Church  and  that  the  Stewards  notify 
the  pastor  of  the  number  of  members  that  do  not  help  sup- 
port the  Church. 

Section  8.  On  all  subjects  involving  the  financial  inter- 
est of  the  Church  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  except  those 
who  are  eighteen  years  of  age  and  are  contributing  members 
in  full  membership. 
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Section  9.  Any  member  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  in 
good  standing  and  in  full  membership  for  one  year  is  eligible 
to  any  office  in  the  Church  and  as  a  delegate  to  the  Annual 
Conference;  provided  that  where  a  church,  circuit,  station  or 
mission  has  no  member  of  said  age,  they  may  place  in  office 
in  the  church  or  elect  as  delegate  to  the  Annual  Conference 
such  as  are  not  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  such  as  have  not 
been  members  one  year. 

Section  10.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  previous  to  any 
action  to  be  taken  that  involves  the  financial  interest  of  the 
Church. 

Section  11.  The  term  of  off  ice  of  Conference  Steward 
shall  be  one  year. 

Section  12.  The  Conference  Steward  shall  be  required  to 
receive  and  hold  all  moneys  collected  for  various  benevo- 
lent purposes  from  the  different  charges,  also ,  Conference 
collections. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Conference  Stew- 
ard to  settle  all  incidental  expenses  of  the  Conference  out  of 
the  Conference  collections  during  the  session  and  present  the 
remainder  to  the  Conference  for  disbursement. 

7'^  Section  14.  He  shall  pay  over  to  the  different  boards  or 
persons  authorized  to  receive  same  all  money  received  for 
the  various  benevolent  purposes  taking  receipt  and  at  which 
any  other  business  in  his  hands  shall  make  proper  exhibit  to 
the  Conference  during  the  session  at  which  he  was  appoint- 
ed, also  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office.  .IS:  noi : 

Section  15.  At  the  first  Quarterly  Conference  of  each 
Conference  year  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  to  the  amount 
of  the  assessment  made  by  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference 
for  his  support  during  the  year.  Immediately  after  each 
Quarterly  Conference  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  of  each 
class  to  the  amount  of  his  salary  that  is  unpaid  and  in  case 
the  pastor  neglects  to  do  this,  the  Steward  will  not  be  held 
responsible  if  the  full  amount  is  not  paid.  In  connection  with 
Section  15,  we  recommend  that  at  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Con- 
ference of  each  year  that  a  circuit  steward  be  elected  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  the  general  and  conference  claims 
and  forward  same  as  soon  as  collected    to    the    Conference 
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Steward  and  that  the  Conference  Steward  credit  same  to  the 
charge  from  which  it  came,  and  notify  the  pastor  of  the 
amount  received  and  how  appropriated.  And  that  the  pastor 
keep  a  record  of  same  for  his  final  report. 

Section  16.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference  a  minister  or  preacher  to  preach  an 
opening  sermon  at  the  sitting  of  the  next  annual  session. 

Section  17.  The  proceedings  of  the  Annual  Conference 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary  and  properly  arranged 
for  printing  in  the  annual  minutes  for  which  she  shall  re- 
ceive reasonable  compensation  and  the  minutes  shall  be  sign- 
ed by  the  President  and  the  Secretary. 

Section  18.  The  Secretary  shall  take  charge  of  all  books 
and  journals,  records  and  proceedings  of  the  Conference  and 
transmit  the  same  to  the  Conference  at  its  next  session. 

Section  19.  The  President  shall  be  stationing  authority 
of  the  Conference,  calling  to  his  aid  as  council  one  layman 
from  each  work  represented. 

Section  20.  In  stationing  the  ministers  and  preachers, 
there  shall  not  be  given  to  any  one  appointment  who  in  the 
opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  members  is  incompetent  for  the 
duties  thereof,  or  who  they  believe  will  neglect  the  appoint- 
ments and  such  ministers  and  preachers  may  be  transferred 
by  conference  to  the  unstationed  list ;  provided  that  no  min- 
ister or  preacher  who  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference  is 
entitled  to  a  superannuated  reiationshxp  shall  be  transferred. 

Section  21.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  see 
that  deeds  be  taken  to  all  the  church  property  belonging  to 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  the  Louisiana  District 
and  have  same  recorded. 

Section  22.  That  the  President,  Secretary,  Conference 
Steward  and  Standing  District  Committee  shall  be  elected  at 
8 :00  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  first  day  of  each  annual  session  of 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protest- 
ant Church. 

Section  23.  These  by-laws  can  only  be  changed,  altered 
or  amended  by  giving  one  day's  notice  in  open  Conference  of 
such  change,  alteration  or  amcndrnGnt  and  it  will  require  a 
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two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  belonging  to  that  session  of 
the  conference. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 


Section  1.  The  Conference  shall  be  opened  promptly  on 
the  day  and  time  appointed,  the  President  conducting  the  de- 
votional services.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  after  which 
the  President  shall  read  the  annual  report. 

Section  2.  During  the  morning  of  the  second  day  of  Con- 
ference all  ministers  and  preachers  under  appointment  of 
this  Conference  shall  hand  their  reports  to  the  Committee  on 
Pastors'  Report. 

Section  3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of  the 
Conference  he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to  whom 
it  is  assigned. 

Section  4.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  written 
if  the  President  and  Secretary  request. 

Section  5.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  or  a  resolution  in- 
troduced and  seconded  or  a  report  presented  and  is  read  by 
the  Secretary  or  is  stated  by  the  President  it  shall  be  deemed 
in  the  possession  of  the  Conference  any  time  before  the 
amendment  or  decision. 

Section  6.  All  motions  to  postpone  or  lay  on  the  table 
shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

Section  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  enter- 
tained until  the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed  of 
which  may  be  done  by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one  of 
the  following  motions  shall  intervene,  which  axu  piuj^a 
namely;  First,  indefinite  postponement;  second,  laying  on 
the  table;  third,  referred  to  a  committee;  fourth,  postpone- 
ment to  a  given  time ;  fifth,  substitute ;  sixth,  amendment. 
A  substitute  may  be  amended. 

Section  8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate 
or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference  he  shall  arise  and 
respectfully  address  the  President  but  shall  not  proceed  un- 
til recognized  by  him. 
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Section  9.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speak- 
ing except  by  the  President  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  de- 
parts from  the  question  or  uses  personalities  or  disrespectful 
language;  but  any  member  may  call  the  attention  of  the 
President  to  the  subjects  when  he  deems  a  speaker  out  of 
order  and  any  member  may  explain  when  he  thinks  himself 
misrepresented. 

Section  10.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  on  a  ques- 
tion of  privilege,  he  shall  briefly  state  the  question;  but  it 
shall  not  be  in  order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  President 
shall  decide  it  a  privileged  question. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  question  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time, 
without  leave  of  the  Conference ;  nor  shall  any  person  speak 
more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  have 
spoken ;  provided,  however,  that  the  mover  oi  a  resolution  or 
a  committee  making  a  report  shall  in  all  cases  be  entitled  to 
live  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 

Section  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have  been 
voted  upon  by  the  Conference  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any 
member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a  recon- 
sideration but  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  a  non-debatable  mo- 
tion, and  must  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
Conference  without  leave  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to 
attend. 

Section  14.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any 
question  who  is  not  within  the  bar  when  such  question  is  put 
by  the  President  except  by  leave  of  the  Conference  when  he 
shall  be  necessarily  absent. 

Section  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  bar  at  the  time 
the  question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Conference 
for  special  reason  excuse  him. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call 
for  the  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  Conference 
and  if  the  call  be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  members  pres 
ent,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  the  ayes  and  nays. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  the  question  be 
taken  without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before 
the  Conference  except  in  cases  \vh3re  character  is  involved. 
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Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  or- 
der and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  19.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  chairmen  of 
committees  on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  each 
chairman  of  his  appointment  at  least  ten  days  before  each 
session  of  the  Conference. 

Section  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  ap- 
pointed one  year  in  advance  and  meet  at  next  Annual  Con- 
ference one  day  prior  to  convening  of  that  body  and  that  the 
under-graduates  meet  said  committee  for  the  purpose  of  be- 
ing examined  in  their  studies. 

Section  21.  No  minister  or  preacher  who  are  members 
of  this  Conference  shall  intrude  themselves  on  any  Station ; 
Circuit  or  Mission  without  first  receiving  an  invitation  or 
permission  from  the  pastor  in  charge. 
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
